There is 
likewiſe that which deceiveth not : and there is alſo that which 
cannot be deceived. _ So likewiſe there is a pure fear and watching 
in the Tru inſt the deceit, left by any means it ſhonld enter 
 - andhetray. * As alſo there is a fear that. is a ſnare .(which the true 
Faith preſerves out of ) whereby many are entangled in the yer : 
bowels of deceit, even concerning thoſe very thingy, about which 
they are afraid they ſhould be deceived. * This hath been experi. 
enced by thoſe, who have been acquaintd with the Lords precious 
Truth, aud thereby are come to know and diſcern the wiles and z 
devices of Satan ; who often hath quenched what the Lord hath | 
'  kindled, by his irring up a fear, left it ſhould notbe of the Loxd, 
” but from the ſpirit of deceit. ., _ as B 
Ir is true, that in the apoſtacy from the Life and Spirit of Truth, - 
deceit did generally prevail and overwhelm the minds of people. 
Ando far as people are yet in the; Apoſtacy (not being gathered 
and redeemed our of it, by the Spirit and'Power' of the Lord) they 
are yet under deceit; though perhaps they littel think ſo. Little 
did we think formerly (and little do they think now, who are now 
in that tate wewere then in) that while we ſo, much feared bein!

Power of Truth, which” alone is able to make free and preſerve

For moſt men take up principles (according to their own, or 
other mens underſtanding of the Spriptures) and. judge according - | 
to thoſe principles : and ſo the Spirit and Light of the Lord judg= 
eth not in them, but they themſelves judge according to an aſſumed 
knowledg. So that fleſh is not filent, the man is not dead in them 
and brought to nothing, but only lives in an higher Region then he 
did before. Before he lived in an apparent unrighteouſneſs: now- 
he lives in an imagined righteouſneſs and faith : but not in-the Sons 
Righteouſneſs, not in the Sons Faith, not in the Sons Power, - not 
in the Sons Dominion.z but at beſt only in that which he appre- 
hendeth and firongly imagineth to be ſo. \ 

O happy is he, who is come through all his own imaginings and 
- conceivings about the things of God, and his own apprehenfions 
about Scriptures and promiſes, and is come into the thing it ſelf, 
into the Spirit of Life (into the Truth and into the Power) and - 
who walks with God therein, daily witneſſing the Redemption 
which is of him, through his Son Jeſus Chriſt, who is known and 
partook of in the pure quickning Spirit, and not otherwiſe. And 
he that is truly begotten of God, and dwels with him in the Light 
which iseternal, knows'that he is of God ; which others may 
Rrongly imagine they are, but none elſe can truly know it,but may 
eafily err and be entangled in the deceits of the enemy (about the 
new birth and other weighty things) while they are greatly afraid 
of being deceived by him, and ſo (throngh that fear) fly the pure 
Truth, Which frees from deceits, leſt it ſhould deceive them.
